Wa are so accustomed to think 
of these three men as among the 
"Twelve,” and the Apostles them­ 
selves stand forth so prominently 
am ong tbs great men of history, 
th a t we are apt to mise the orig­ 
inal significance of the call of 
these men and of ttùir acceptance 
o f Jesus.

Man and Their Leader 
One can form only a dim con­ 
ception m f th# wondrous person­ 
ality of this man who led men at 
h is call to leave their particular 
Jota and follow hint But one 
should realize also the quality of 


the men who had In them the 
freedom and courage that, made 
them responsive 
. 
Most of us would find It hard, 
under such circumstances, to see 
the vision that would move us to 
such cleavage with our environ­ 
ment Yet is it not true that Jesus 
comes to us in much the same 
way today? We can not always 
see him any more than did many 
men. who were In that same com­ 
munity in which Peter and An­ 
drew and Matthew lived, saw him 
long ago, nor is his call heard 
except to thoee whose hearts ara 
attuned to hear. 
But when one sees Jesus and 
hears his call, life takes on a new 
meaning. 
Inevitably the call is

Just one less casualty 
than during the previous year. 
Automobile accidents will con­ 
tinue to occur just as long as the 
fast moving vehicles are in the 
hands of careless and reckless driv­ 
ers and there seems no solution to 
the problem of reducing the num­ 
ber of deaths from this cause. This 
applies to the number of deaths 
from this cause.

the entire nation. 
It seem* useless to appeal to mo­ 
torists to make an attem pt in 1927 
to reduce the number of fatalities 
from this cause. 
Law regulations 
•re not effective in controlling the 
Situation and ejective control can 
be contained only by co-operation 
of drivers in general safety driv­ 
ing. 
The deaths In O ranr? county were 
not all the result of accidents to 
vehicles driven by Santa Ana or 
Orange county persons. 
Some of 
the most serious of the catastrophes 
were the result of speeding by 
drivers unfamiliar with the roads 
over which they were traveling. 
Two men were killed when their 
M r plunged into a ditch at the 
point where the Anaheim-Los Ala­ 
mitos road connects with the West- 
minster-Seal Beach highway. 
The 
Anaheim-Los Alamitos road ends at 
the point and drivers not familiar 
w ith the situation are apt to reach 
It going at a high rate of speed. 
It is a dangerous point and the 
wonder is that more accidents do 
not occur there. 
In surveying tha fatal accidents 
In the county for 1926. Coroner C. 
D. Brown was unable to tell by his 
records what percentage of the cas­ 
ualties resulted from speeding. 
Approximately 22,000 persons lost 
their lives in automc bile accidents

the summary is the estim ate that

trucks were taken out of service. 
Motor vehicles In use In the 
United 
States now number ap ­ 
proximately 22,342,457. 
Registrations of passenger and 
commercial cars lasj. year showed 
a gain of 2,254,000 or 11.2 per cent 
over 1925. 
Passenger cars registered num ­ 
ber 19,465,676, an increase of I,- 
831,793 or 10.3 per cent over the 
previous year. 
* 
Commercial vehicle registrations 
total 2,876,781, a gain of 421,688 or 
17.1 per cent over 1925. 
While sales in the United States 
in the last 12 months were the 
largest on record, the percentage 
of registration increase was the 
smallest ever recorded. 
This was 
due to two factors: 
1. The 
unprecedentedly 
large 
number of vehicles taken out of 
service. 
2. The fact that as the total 
In service increases tie rate of 
gain 
decreases. 
This 
shrinkage 
may be expected to continue until 
the number of vehicles taken out 
of service each year equals or ex­ 
ceeds the number sold.

Their presence is warning 
to tha driver that there is danger, 
for a fast moving train may show 
itself at any time at a crossing. 
"Stop, look and listen" signs and 
bongs also give warning, but the 
vision of many speeding motorists 
does not seem to catch them and 
the 
driver 
goes pellmell onto a 
crossing in front cf a train. There 
is no excuse for such an accident 
except carelessness on the part of 
a driver. 
With automobiles increasing in 
numbers every year, the safety of 
motorlatr 
is 
becoming more and 
more a problem, not only in cities 
but in rural districts. 
Experts on safety and traffic con­ 
trol have given the condition seri­ 
ous consideration for years and yet 
no definite plan for decreasing the 
accidents has been devolved. Brains 
cannot be legislated into humans 
and the percentage of "brainless" 
drivers Is sufficient to make motor­ 
ing always a hazard. The “brainy” 
driver Is the person who can an­ 
ticipate probable action by another 
driver and takes the precaution of 
protecting himself against what the 
other fellow might do. 
Statistics for 1925 reveal that the 
ratio of accidents 
to automobiles 
registered in California was great­ 
er than In any other state In tbe 
union. 
This probably Is accounted 
for in the fact that the highways 
are available here the year around, 
while motoring in the winter months 
in the east is lessened very materi­ 
ally by rain and snow conditions. 
Iowa, North Dakota and Nebraska 
had fewest motor fatalities, their 
ration being one to more than 2000 
registered automobiles. 
New York had one death for ev­ 
ery 721 machines and Florida one 
for every 697. 
The ratio in Cali­ 
fornia was one to 920, Michigan, one 
to 919 Ohio, one to 910; Illinois, one 
to 8S2, and Pennsylvania, one to 
802. 
The new year Is ahead. What It 
bolds in store concerning motor laws 
and accidents is an open question. 
An Inventory at tha end of the year 
will tell the tale whether conditions 
have changed for 
the 
best and 
whether motorists have benefited by 
experiences cl’ past years. 
Today, the new year is full of 
promis*. 
I trust that Lopes based 
on the promising outlook will be 
fully realized by everyone and that 
when finis has been written on 
1927 a less number of fatalities from 
motor accidents will reflect the in­ 
terest of Santa Ana and Orange 
county motorists in protection of 
life.

IID OF PRESS 
OF U. S. ASKED 
BY PRESIDENT 


WASHINGTON, Jan. I.—Presi­ 
dent Coolidge has appealed to the 
press of the country to take an 
"American 
attitude” 
in 
support 
of the adm inistration's policy of 
protecting 
American 
lives 
and 
property abroad. 
Through his official spokesman, 
the president let It be known that 
he thinks foreign 
countries are 
being misled to believe the Ameri­ 
can people are not united behind 
such a policy, because of Ameri­ 
can 
press 
criticism 
of 
methods 
employed 
in 
carrying out the 
policy. 
Discusses Russian Relations 
The spokesman had been dis­ 
cussing 
American-Russian 
rela­ 
tions, but It was inferred from 
the content of his remarks that 
the appeal for support applied to 
the adm inistration’s action in oc­ 
cupying 
three 
Nicaraguan 
rebel 
ports, which has stirred senatorial 
and foreign criticism, a? well as 
protests in some sections of the 
American press. 
Referring specifically to Russia, 
Mexico and Nicaragua, the spokes­ 
man said there had been no de­ 
velopments. 
He professed ignorance of Mos­ 
cow reports of overtures direct­ 
ed toward recognition, supposed to 
have been made during the last 
year. 
The president accounts for 
such reports by volunteer activi­ 
ties of Americans visiting Russia, 
who, he emphasized, have no a u ­ 
thority to represent this govern­ 
ment and whose activities are of­ 
ten misleading to foreign govern­ 
ments. 
Mexican Policy Criticism 
In aome quarters, the statem ent

president's dissatisfaction 
with the press was connected with

and Orange exchanges have grown 
from 10,090 telephones to 10,878. 
Santa Ana

has 6828 tele­ 
phones; Fullerton 1878; Anaheim, 
2257, and Orange 1814. 
T h e ,month of November leads 
in the* highest monthly net gain, 
having a net increase of 184 tele­ 
phones. 
September la second with 
ISI; October Is third with 118; 
and August fourth with 106. 
The 
summer months had tho lowest 
gain during the year. 
June and 
July was at the bottom of the 
list 
Santa Ana’s nst gain for 
1926 was 871 telephones; Anaheim, 
157; Fullerton, 162, and Orange, 
93. 
Santa Ana 
had 
Its 
greatest 
growth in August and September. 
when the net gain was 67 and 
88 respectively. 
Orange’s net gain 
v as highest during August, No­ 
vember and December; Fullerton 
gained the greatest number during

represent a considerable sum. 
The bean crop was good with 
fair prices at the start of the ship­ 
ping season, which tatar dropped, 
but are expected to Improve before 
the crop is all marketed. 
The crops of sugar beata, grain, 
hay, etc., were very fair but prices 
do not represent much profit to 
the grower and a very promising 
crop of pimientos and peppers was 
greatly reduced by the inroads of 
the weevil. 
The oil Industry In the county

county road tax, automobile license 
fees and assessment district funds. 
The work included the rebuilding 
and widening of some of the im ­ 
portant paved roads and in the 
construction 
of 
macadam 
and 
rock and oil roadways on acme of 
the highways that carry ronald 
arable traffic, but not sufficient 
to w arrant their improvement with 
pavement- 
McBride revealed that, as a re ­ 
sult of experimental work, paving 
being put down today has an in­ 
increased strength of from 75 to 
19$ per cent over concrete wo-k 
of 19 years ago. 
This. he said. 
had been gained with addition 
to 
eoncrete mixture of but 15 to SO 
per cent more cement. 
Better grading of aggregates, the 
using of less water in the mix­ 
ture and absolute control of the

During the year 24.95 miles of 
rock and oil road have been built 
at a cost of $79,876. or an average 
of $8207 a mile. The improvement

Facta and figures furnished by 
W. C. Jerome, county auditor, coy- 
«ring the year’s activities in the 
realm of government, revealed a 
period of steady advancement, ac* 
companied 
by 
an 
exceptionally 
aouad financial situation, including 
higher valuations, a level tax rate 
and a lower tax budget for the 
•ii. rent fiscal year 
than 
for 
its 
predecessors. 
Valuation Increases 
This year saw the county climb* 
tog back to the peak of its as* 
Reseed valuation of property, after 
a depression lasting one year. The 
total for 1928-27, $152,611,450, was 
nearly $6,000,000 higher than for 
1125*6, and came close to the 1924 
m ark of $154,244,900. Up to 1924-6, 
the county’s valuation had increas­ 
ed steadily about $2,000,000 a year. 
B ut the freeze of that year, com­ 
bined w ith a slump in oil produc­ 
tion and other factors, cut the 
total nearly $7,260,000 in 1925*6, 
Vthen It dropped to $146,732,860. 
Increased activity, the expansion 
cf oil production in the H unting­ 
ton Beach field and elsewhere, and 
g e n e r a l agricultural, prosperity, 
brought a prompt and virtually 
complete recovery this year, Je r­ 
ome stated. 
The county, officially, did its 
usual allotment of road building 
ar.d 
maintaining the 
established 
boulevards. 
Construction of pub­ 
lic buildings was less in evidence, 
an extensive building program hav­ 
ing been carried on in 1024 and 
1925. A second wing was, however, 
added to the juvenile home a t a 
cost of about $35,000, and the cur­ 
rant budget provides for a new ad ­ 
dition, costing $60,000, for the coun­ 
ty hospital. New units of the coun­ 
ty Insectary, m aintained for the 
ttènefll of the fruit growers, to aid 
in control of the mealy bug. weie 
built, including an expenditure of 
$10*000 a t Anaheim.

watershed resources and

now 
engaged in collecting data, pre­ 
liminary to subm itting a conserva­ 
tion and development program to 
the citizens of the county. 
Sev­ 
eral weeks ago, the supervisors or­ 
dered preparation of a measure to 
be introduced a t the session of the 
state legislature which convenee 
tomorrow, which measure is de­ 
signed as sn enabling act, to pro­ 
vide legal means for the county 
to organize itself into a flood con­ 
trol district. 
Such a district, it is 
stated, would 
be

For the privilege of violating 
city made laws and traffic laws 
in the city of Santa Ana, during 
the first l l months of 
the 
year 
1926, a total of $11,272.60 was paid 
by hundreds of persons, according 
to figures complied In the office of 
Judge J. F. Talbott, who presides 
over police court. 
The 
money 
represents 
t h e 
amount of fines collected in police 
court from those who committed 
small crimes, or misdemeanors as 
they are called. 
For violation of stats laws per­ 
taining to 
traffic, 
lines 
totaling 
$3633.50 were collected, 
and 
for 
violations of city ordinances. In­ 
cluding drunkenness, disturbing the 
peace, and other small offenses, a 
total of $8098 was poured into the 
city coffers, the figures show. 
Plain ''drunks’* arrested during 
the year paid a total of $1889.50 for 
the privilege of getting drunk. This 
does not include all of those a r­ 
rested for being drynk, as a num­ 
ber were given jail sentences, but 
I 
does represent 84 persons who 
were fined In court for the crime 
of drinking. 
The biggest month of the year 
for

collection of fines was 
the mo',ch of September, of last 
year, when Judge Talbott collected 
a total

ORGANIZATION AND ACTIVITY 
GROWTH OF COUNTY’S HEALTH 
OFFICE DISCLOSED BY CHIEF 


Reference lo the effective innninixstion campaign carried on lait 
year by tbs county health department against smallpox and diphtheria, 
resulting in the early control of the epidemics, is contained in a brief 
sketch of the department’s organisation, personnel and activities, pre­ 
pared by Dr. V. G. Presson, county health officer* 
Dr. Presson’s report follows: 
During the year 1922. Dr. P 
W. 
Covington, w estern 
representative 
for the International Health board 
of the Rockefeller foundation, and 
Dr. W. P. Dickie, secretary of the 
state board of health, came to Or­ 
ange county and 
conferred 
with 
the county board of supervisors In 
regard to the establishm ent of a 
full tim e county health unit In Or­ 
ange county A fter several 
delays 
this 
unit 
w as 
established 
The 
county furnished $10,000 
for 
the 
first year toward the upkeep of this 
departm ent and the state board of 
health and the international health 
board each furnished $2.500 Since 
this time the county has Increased 
the budget and the department is 
now financed entirely by the county. 
Laboratory Established 
W hen the departm ent was estab­ 
lished the 
staff 
consisted 
of 
a 
county health officer, two 
public 
health nurses, one sanitary inspec­ 
tor and stenographer. Dr W Leland 
Mitchell 
was 
appointed 
county 
health officer. In 1923 the supervis­ 
ors established a county laboratory 
and placed It under the jurisdiction 
of the county health department. 
Since the laboratory was estab­ 
lished the personnel has been 
In­ 
creased until now there are three 
persons employed on a 
full 
time 
basis. In January. 1924. a dairy In­ 
spector was employed on a full time 
basis. 
In March. 1924. the city of Santa 
Ana contracted w ith 
the 
county 
board of supervisors, 
where 
the 
county health departm ent would do 
the health work In this city. 
In 
April. 1924, the city of Orange ent­ 
ered into the unit and Brea entered 
In 1925. 
W hen these cities came Into the 
u n it the personnel was increased. 
Three public health 
nurses, 
one 
sanitary Inspector and one stenog­ 
rapher were added to the staff and 
In September. 1925 the office of de­ 
puty health officer was establish­ 
ed. Several of the school boards in 
the county have placed their nurses 
under the supervision ot the county 
health departm ent In regard to ad ­ 
vising them about their work. 
At 


.(•the present time there are seven 
nurses co-operating with this de­ 
portm ent. 
Veterinarians Employed 
In July, 1924, the counyt board of 
supervisors established 
a 
county 
meat Inspection department and two 
veterinarian surgeons 
were 
em ­ 
ployed on a full time basis to take 
care of this work. 
Although this 
departm ent Is not directly 
under 
the supervision of the county health 
department, Its office is In with the 
health departm ent and their work 
is closely related. 
In January, 1925, Dr. Mitchell re­ 
signed as county health officer and 
Dr. V. O. Pres-ton, an employe of 
the Intonational Health board, was 
employed to fill the vacancy 
In June, 1926. La Habra entered 
the county health department u n it 
Huntington Beach entered August 
I, 1926, Anaheim on November 
I, 
1926 and Fullerton on December I, 
1828. 
When these cities 
entered 
the 
unit it was necessary to 
increase 
the personnel; sr at 
the 
present 
time the entire staff of the county 
health department, 
not 
Including 
those Indirectly under our supervis­ 
ion, consists of the county health 
officer, deputy health officer, four 
sanitary inspectors, one dairy 
in­ 
spector, six public health 
nurses, 
three laboratory 
technicians, and 
two stenographers 
Disses# Preventsd 
Th# health department Is organ­ 
ized and functions merely to pre­ 
vent disease. The 
departm ent 
Is 
divided Into several subdivisions ac­ 
cording to the work done. The con­ 
trol of contagious diseass 
is 
di­ 
rectly under the supervision of the 
health officers. 
They are assisted 
In this work bv the various public 
health nurses in th# 
department. 
No person Is quarantined w ithout a 
physician’s diagnosis. If the patient 
has not called in the family physi­ 
cian, then the diagnosis Is made by 
the health officer or deputy health 
officer. The cases and contacts are 
supervised by this department. Vac­ 
cination clinics are held at various 
times by the health officer and pre­ 


ventive medicine Is applied in this 
way. 
During the school year 1925-26 an 
Immunization campaign was carried 
on in Orange county. 
Most of the 
work was done through the schools 
but clinics were also held in the of­ 
fice of the county health 
depart­ 
ment, where anyone desiring im­ 
munization against diphtheria and 
smallpox could obtain It 
All im­ 
munization work was done by a 
physician 
assisted 
by 
a 
public 
health nurse. Both the toxin-antl- 
toxîn and the smallpox vaccine were 
furnished by the county 
and 
no 
charge was made to the recipients. 
During this campaign 2,103 per­ 
sons were Inoculated against diph­ 
theria and 6,912 persons were vacci­ 
nated against smallpox. 
Co-operats With Clubs 
The health departm ent co-oper­ 
ates with 
the 
various 
women’s 
clubs in the county In the m ainten­ 
ance of pre-school child health cen­ 
ters, which have for their purpose 
the education of m others 
In 
all 
phases of child care The aim of 
this service is to 
emphasize 
the 
need for periodic exam inations by 
a physician, over 
the 
whole 
six 
years of a child's life 
before he 
enters school. A yearly campaign Is 
conducted In the spring for the ex­ 
amination of all little children who 
are to enter school in the fall. This 
is done according to a program out­ 
lined by the state board of 
child 
hygiene. 
The laboratory of the county 
health departm ent Is located at the 
Orange County hospital and 
here 
the usual work of a public health 
nature is carried on. One 
of 
the 
most im portant features 
of 
the 
work are water and milk analysis. 
All ct 
of contagious disease re- 
quir.ng laboratory'Investigation for 
diagnosis or treatm ent Is done here. 
The sanitary Inspectors make in­ 
spections of bakeries, restaurants, 
soda 
fountains, 
wayside 
stands, 
camp grounds, 
private 
premises, 
etc., and they are concerned with 
the construction of sewers, 
septic 
tanks, cesspools and other things of 
a like nature. All com plaints 
re­ 
garding unsanitary 
conditions 
of 
any kind are turned over to them 
for investigation and correction. 
Dairies Ars Inspected 
The dairy inspector confines his 
work entirely to the dairy industry. 
He makes frequent inspections of 
dairy and creamery plants 
as 
to 
sanitation, sterilization of 
bottles 
end utensils, personnel of the dair­ 
ies, etc. In addition to this, he col­ 
lects samples of milk and cream at 
least twice a month and sends them 
to the laboratory for check on bac­ 
terial count, fat. etc. 
The meat Inspectors Inspect all 
meat slaughtered In Orange county 


and also m s t h a t all m eat. sold In 
tbs county bears government, stats, 
county or city Inspection brands. 
In addition to this they Inspect th# 
meat m arkets In the county, where 
they nots tho condition of the plant, 
personnel. Implements, condition of 
the coolers, condition of th# meat 
In the cooler, et cetera. 
In summarizing the work of the 
health department, we would 
say 
that it is conducted along the lines 
to prevent disease and 
unsanitary 
conditions In the county. 
At 
the 
present time the health departm ent 
is in charge of the public 
health 
work In all unincorporated portions 
of the county and all of the incor­ 
porated 
cities 
except 
Newport 
Beach. By a systematic centraliza­ 
tion of authority, procedure and ap­ 
plication the work can be done In 
a more satisfactory and 
efficient 
manner.

A total of $27 persons were a r­ 
rested by sheriffs 
officers, 
for 
crimes that led from m urder fee 
petit larceny, nearly ail of which 
arrests 
required 
detective 
work. 
frequently long hour* of waiting 
and trailing. 
Th# records show 
that a total of 1877 calls were 
mads to the criminal departm ent 
of the sheriffs office for officers. 
During the year, there were rn 
total of 88 burglaries reported ie» 
the sheriffs office from ail parts 
of Orange county, all of which 
were outside of Santa Ana, or any 
other incorporated city. 
Thieves 
stole valuables and money aggre­ 
gating approximately $8,120.

this amount, valuables estim ated 
at $3,661 were recovered through

In the newspapers as “th# bicycle 
burglar,” who was arrested at his 
home at El Modena, after months 
of hard work on the part of depu­ 
ties. 
Salciio waa charged with 
entering and robbing a number of 
Orange county homes. 
H a la in 
tbs county jail. 
Aside from tracing thieves, m ur­ 
derers and making arrests in casse 
of rn serious mature, sheriffs of­ 
ficers have captured thousands of 
dollar worth e t imported liquor, on 
th* Orange county beaches and 
roads, including hundreds of oases 
of gin. Scotch whiskey and ether 
liquors. 
Twenty persons were a r­ 
rested when found in possession of 
imported liquor and a large num­ 
ber of these haw received heavy 
fines In Orang* county courts. 
Records in th* sheriff * office 
show that a total of 147 w arrants 
have been received by the sheriffs 
office for service, during th# past 
year. 
Th# sheriffs duties in this coun­ 
ty alw Include th# housing of all 
prisoners, more than IOO being in

The population of Orange county 
Is rapidly Increasing as shown by 
the attendance of pupils In the va­ 
rious department* of the school 
system. 
This Increased attendance 
Is partially due of course, to the 
compulsory attendance laws and 
the enforcement of these laws by 
the teachers and the attendance of­ 
ficers. Last year 97 per cent of the 
children enrolled were present ev­ 
ery day. 
It may be Interesting to 
note that there were enrolled In 
the schools of the county for the 
year ending June SO, 1926, 22.667 
students, while for the year ending 
June SO. 
1916. a 
10-year 
period, 
there was enrollment of 15,411 stu ­ 
dents or a gain of 7156. 
Orange county ranks 
ninth 
In 
school population In 
California. 
This Is a wonderful showing when 
one realizes that there are 58 coun­ 
ties in the state and that Orange is 
one of the seven smallest counties 
In area. 
The people of Orange county be­ 
lieve in education, and consequent­ 
ly have been willing to contribute 
whatever was necessary* for the bet­ 
term ent of the schools. The school 
buildings in the county as a whole 
are said to be the best In the state. 
The grounds 
are 
improved 
with 
lawns and shrubbery and are ad­ 
mired by the children, parents, and 
visitors. 
The educational scheme 
consists of kindergartens, elemen­ 
tary schools, secondary schools, and 
Junior colleges. 
The kindergarten 
Is a one year course. The secondary I 
or high schools are accrediated by 
the 
state 
university. 
Students 
graduating 
with 
recommended 
credits may attend any university 
in the state or complete the first 
two years of 
the 
university 
at 
home in either the Santa Ana junior 
college or the Fullerton Junior col­ 
lege. 
New Schools 
At the present time three new 
schools are under construction in 
the county. The Serra School dis­

The owner 
of the tract, Ole Hanson, has had 
plans prepared for a $25,000 build­ 
ing. 
The building is to have the 
sam e style of architecture as the 
residences in the town. 
Some of 
the most beautiful dwellings in the 
county are at San Clemente. 
The 
Brea-Olinda 
high 
school 
building should be completed w ith­ 
in two months. The district is ext 
pending $250,000 on the school plant. 
The site contains 20 acres. 
This 
district has a right to feel proud of 
its school. 
The $500,000 building at H unting­ 
ton Beach is nearing completion. 
This will undoubtedly be one of the 
finest high school buildings in the 
county. 
No school district In the 
county has expended so much mon­ 
ey at one time on a school building. 
The school people and residents of 
the county should view this build­ 
ing when completed. 
The work in the schools is chang­ 
ing to meet the needs of the com­ 
munity and to measure up to the 
new ideals in education. While the 
three R's are being 
taught 
the 
courses of study are being enriched 
by the Introduction of hand work. 
music and art. The children of today 
are better prepared along artistic 
lines than ever before. 
Music Supervisor 
L ast September a county supervi­ 
sor of music was employed to teach 
and supervise music in the rural 
schools. 
Miss Irene A. Loose, the 
supervisor, has worked In a num­ 
ber of the schools and the teachers 
report th at the children are taking 
a great interest in the music work 
as outlined by Miss 
Loose. 
The 
larger districts have employed spe­ 
cial teachers of art, music, cook­ 
ing and sewing, 
The secondary schools also are 
keeping pace with educational pro­ 
gress. 
Graduation 
requirements 
have been increased in accordance 
with the new rules of the state 
boar! of education. Instead of 16 
units of credit, students are now re­ 
quired to earn 17 units before a 
diploma is Issued. Certain subjects 
m ust Le t> rsued for a definite pe­ 
riod of time for m atriculation In 
college. 
Many electives are offered 
In the high schools so 
that those 
who do not desire to attend college 
may special tee in the trade they 
wish to follow. 
There are two junior colleges In 
the county, one In Santa Ana and 
the other in Fullerton. 
These 
colleges offer a two year course. 
Students graduating 
with recom­ 
mended credits may attend any 
université in 
the 
state or 
else­ 
where. 
These schools are a great 
help to many parents by furnishing 
two years of university work while 
the children are living at home. 
Many questions are asked regard­ 
ing California schools 
Those ques­ 
tion* which are most frequently 
asked will be answered in this a r­ 
ticle. 
Orange county has but few con- 
*o ll da ted schools. 
The 
county is 
thickly populated so there are prac­ 
tically no rural schools. 
There Is 
only one, one-teacher school in the 
county. 
Many district* employ 
special 
teachers la the departm ents of phy­ 
sical educa ion. Industrial depart­ 
ment. musk, art, and home ecm o­ 
mie# 
The county employ* a gen­

county were two less in 1926 than 
in 1925, it was revealed today by 
check of th* records of Coroner 
Charles D. Brown. 
The live* of <1 
persons w ere snuffed out In 1926 
by 
various 
type* 
of 
accidents, 
while 
In 
the 
previous year, it 
lives were lost by accident. 
Automobile accident* lead in the 
list of casualties, 
29 being the 
number, ju st one less than in the 
preceding year. 
Sixteen of this 
year’s accidental deaths were clas­ 
sified as industrial, that is per­ 
son* were were killed while en­ 
gaged In work at oil wells and 
other branches of industry. 
Drownings added seven to the 
total, but the number of persons 
meeting ' death In this way was

months of 1925. 
Suicides in 1926 numbered IT, 
the largest in the history of the 
county.

State traffic officers, working In 
Orang* 
county 
under 
Captain 
H enry C. Meehan, have arrested 
2007 
persons 
for 
speeding 
and 
other Infractions of the state tra f­ 
fic laws since Meehan took over 
the office of captain, on June I, 
last year, records 
in 
his office 
show. 
From 
those 
who 
have 
found 
their way into Justice courts In 
the county, fines totaling 634,657 
have been collected, which is a 
surplus 
of 
$17,278.60 
above 
the 
expenses of operating the Orange 
county squad. 
This record alone 
Is considered one of th* best in 
the state, Captain Meehan said. 
Of those arrested, the records 
show th at 1422 were arrested for 
speeding, the most common crime 
of the road, 119 for not having 
efficient lights on their machines, 
214 for “rules of the road,” which 
Included “cutting In” and reckless 
driving, and 252 for miscellaneous 
crimes. 
In 
explaining 
the 
apparently 
larg e number of arrests, Captain 
Meehan pointed out the fact that 
a total of 4422 m otorists had been 
stopped since June I, showing that 
only about half of those caught 
violating

law, 
were

‘From the large am ount of Anes 
collected 
rn rough 
the efforts of 
the squad, there may be some who 
will believe th at the officers are 
abusing their arrest privilege. This 
is not true. 
Only the aggravated

driver of the car wag careless or 
committing the crime deliberate­ 
ly,” Captain Meehan said. 
Warn Violaters 
“Th# policy of the department 
at all times is to warn th* minor

During the period from June I 
to December 15, 1926, the squad 
covered 160,818 miles of roads in 
Orange county, and a total of 1467 
persona were given examinations 
for operator’s licenses.

American Farm Bureau federation 
sav 3d the farmers in western ter­ 
ritory annual’ 
approximately $60,- 
000,000. The saving to the average 
farmer ranges from 15 to $20 apiece 
annually. This was a great victory 
and our members should never for­ 
get th# fight their national Farm 
Bureau put up for them.

We find the many things aw ait­ 
ing our action for the coming year. 
It is going to take time and money 
to perfect them, but we believe 
they are worthy of our organized 
effort and submit them to you with 
the hope that you will assist us In 
accomplishing these things.

bearing such a project has on our 
water supply Justifies our action. 
We have the problem of teie- 
phone adjudication. 
This matter 
has never been thoroughly inves­ 
tigated by the railroad commission, 
and we have had numerous re­ 
quests to prosecute a research In 
regard to telephone rates. 
The number of gas extension 
cases which have come to our at­ 
tention demands that we establish 
some sort of a uniform gas exten- 
sio 
policy so that all applicants 
will be treated fairly and will not 
be penalized. 
There is the question of our road 
paving proolem. How much longer 
should it bo continued and on what 
basis? 
We feel that these are 
questions which should be answer­ 
ed by the farmer representatives, 
for the benefit of the farmer. 
Of course, It will be necessary 
for us to continue cur co-opera­ 
tio» with th* extension service.

In any study of the progress of a 
community and In estimating fu­ 
ture growth, th* increase of the 
kilowatt hours la becoming more 
and* more the barometer of such 
growth and progress.

The electric meter is 
the pulse of modern industrial ac­ 
tivity, and tell» a true state of af­ 
fairs long before they appear on 
the surface. 
During the year of 1929. the Edi­ 
son company has been actively en­ 
gaged in merchandising ranges, wa­ 
ter heaters, end appliances to suit 
almost every feonceivabla 
purpose. 
Through the co-operation with local 
dealers they have put on the lines 
In the Santa Ana district 147 ranges 
and 47 water heaters.

due to 
agricultural 
development, 
the balance being divided between 
industrial and domestic use of cur­ 
rent. 
Owing to the lowering of the w a­ 
ter level, which is occurring from 
year to year, it was found necessary 
during 1926 to increase the power 
on about 66 
installations, 
which 
coupled together with the new de­ 
velopment and the industrial load, 
brought up the power load. 
A very gratifying increase was 
made In the heating and 
cooking 
load, the connected horsepower for 
this year being 1ES4. 
With new' appliances being placed 
on the market front time to time.
